WORLD HEALTH ORGANIZATION SAYS 
PROCESSED MEATS LINKED TO DISEASE

A research division of the World Health Or- 
ganization announced Monday that bacon, 
sausage and other processed meats cause can- 
cer, and that red meat probably does too. 

The report by the influential group stakes 
out one of the most aggressive stances against 
meat yet taken by a major health organiza- 
tion, and it is expected to face stiff criticism 
in the United States. 

The WHO conclusions are based on the 
work of a 22-member panel of international 
experts that reviewed decades of research on 
the link between red meat, processed meats 
and cancer. The panel reviewed animal ex- 
periments, studies of human diet and health, 
and cell mechanisms that could lead from red 
meat to cancer. 

U.S. RESPONSE 

But the panel’s decision was not unanimous, 
and because it raises lethal concerns about a 
food that anchors countless American meals, 
it will be controversial. The $95 billion U.S. 


beef industry has been preparing for months 
to mount a response, and some scientists, 
including some unaffiliated with the meat in- 
dustry, have questioned whether the evidence 
is substantial enough to draw the kinds of 
strong conclusions that the WHO panel did. 

“We simply don’t think the evidence sup- 
ports any causal link between any red meat and 
any type of cancer,” said Shalene McNeill, ex- 
ecutive director of human nutrition Research 
at the National Cattlemen’s Beef Association. 

The research into a possible link between 
cancer and eating red meat has been the 
subject of scientific debate for decades. But 
by concluding that processed meats cause 
cancer, and that red meats “probably” cause 
cancer, the WHO findings go well beyond the 
tentative associations that other groups have 
reported. 

The American Cancer Society for example, 
notes that many studies have found “a link” 
between eating red meat and heightened risks 
of colorectal cancer. But it stops short of tell- 
ing people that the meats cause cancer. 


Likewise, the Dietary Guidelines for 
Americans, the federal government’s advice 
compendium, encourage the consumption 
of protein foods such as lean meats as part of 
a healthy diet. Regarding processed meats, 
however, the Dietary Guidelines do offer a 
tentative warning: “(M)oderate evidence sug- 
gests an association between the increased in- 
take of processed meats (e.g., franks, sausage, 
and bacon) and increased risk of colorectal 
cancer and cardiovascular disease,” the guide- 
lines say The Dietary Guidelines stop well 
short of saying processed meats cause cancer, 
however. 

DIFFICULTY TESTING DIETS 

At its core, the dispute over meat and cancer 
revolves around science, and in particular the 
difficulty that arises whenever scientists try 
to link any food to a chronic disease. 

Experiments to test whether a food causes 
cancer pose a massive logistical challenge — 
they require controlling the diets of thou- 
sands of test subjects over a course of many 
years. Such experiments are rarely done, and 
scientists instead often use other less-direct 
methods, known as epidemiological or obser- 
vational studies, to draw their conclusions. 


“I understand that people may be skeptical 
about this report on meat because the experi- 
mental data is not terribly strong,” said Paolo 
Boffetta, a professor at the Tisch Cancer In- 
stitute at the Mount Sinai School of Medicine 
who has served on similar WHO panels. “But 
in this case the epidemiological evidence is 
very strong.” 

Other scientists, however, have criticized 
the epidemiological studies for too often 
reaching “false positives,” that is, concluding 
that something causes cancer when it doesn’t. 

“Is everything we eat associated with can- 
cer?” a much-noted 2012 paper in the Ameri- 
can Journal of Clinical Nutrition asked. 

While epidemiological studies were critical 
in proving the dangers of cigarettes, the mag- 
nitude of the reported risks of meat is much 
smaller, and it is hard for scientists to rule out 
statistical confounding as the cause of the ap- 
parent danger. 

“It might be a good idea not to be an ex- 
cessive consumer of meat,” said Jonathan 
Schoenfeld, co-author of the American Jour- 
nal of Clinical Nutrition article and an as- 
sistant professor of radiation oncology at 
Harvard Medical School. “But the effects of 
eating meat maybe minimal, if anything.”

Would you give up 
your seat on the CTA? 


If you see a senior 
citizen enter the bus or 
train you’re riding on, 
do you offer your seat 
to them? What if they 
ask to have your seat? 

Two Chicagoans 
over the age of 65 have 
had very different ex- 
periences on the CTA 
when it comes to the 
topic of priority seat- 
ing. One, who wished 
to remain anonymous, 
wrote me a letter stating: 

‘As you know, all CTA vehicles have seats 
reserved for seniors and the disabled. I may 
not completely look as old as I am (I’m 
around 70), but I do have white in my beard. 
Try asking a tired younger male (or, these 
days, even a tired younger female) to give up 
his or her seat for a senior! 

“I’ve even offered to show my State ID 
as proof that I’m a senior, but they’re not 
interested. If I’m feeling my Wheaties, I can 
stand, but if not and I’m carrying stuff, I re- 
ally do need to sit down. I’ve tried telling the 
driver that someone won’t give up his or her 
seat for a senior. The driver will simply say 
‘I’m not a cop.’ And I’ve seen this happen to 
much older seniors than I.” 

Dieter Klagge is an 80 -year-old man living 
in The Breakers retirement community near 
Sheridan Road and Foster Avenue. He said 
he’s always relied heavily on public transit 
and uses the No. 147-Outer Drive Express 
bus religiously He said he hasn’t really ever 
had a problem getting a priority seat. 

“Most of the time I have a cane, and the 
people on the bus are wonderful to me,” 
Klagge said. “I use a walker when I’m head- 
ing to Millennium Park, and if the bus is fuU, 
I’m always offered a seat. Everyone is very 
nice about it.” 

Jessica Natale, resident program director 
at The Breakers, said that quite a few of their 
residents take public transportation. She 


highlighted some of the reasons why it’s so 
important that seniors be able to sit rather 
than stand on public transit. 

“Seniors are a lot more fragile and can lose 
their balance easier on a moving vehicle,” Na- 
tale said. “They could trip over hazards in the 
aisle. Many seniors have worsening vision and 
sometimes even hearing loss, so without be- 
ing able to sit down and see where they are, 
they might not know where to get off at.” 

But Natale said the main danger of not get- 
ting a seat on public transit is that seniors and 
people with disabilities are at a much greater 
risk of falling than an able-bodied person. 

“For someone over the age of 65, a fall 
could easily land them in the hospital for 
months,” Natale said. 

According to statistics the CTA provided 
to me, 100 out of 145 stations are accessible 
to people who use wheelchairs and other mo- 
bility aids. The Americans with Disabilities 
Act requires all transit agencies to designate 
priority seating for people with disabilities. 

‘As for the enforcement of priority seating, 
CTA operators are encouraged to request 
customers give up their seats if necessary in a 
courteous and polite manner,” CTA spokes- 
man Catherine Hosinski said. “While we’re 
limited in how we can enforce priority seat- 
ing, we do make an effort to educate riders 
and encourage them to accommodate these 
passengers.” 

Priority seating on the CTA is generally 
located near the front of buses and adjacent 
to the side passenger doors on rail cars. It’s 
clearly distinguished by two special icons 
(both a wheelchair and a person with a cane) 
located on or above the seats. 

So if you see an elderly or disabled person 
get on your bus or train car, and you’re sitting 
down, do the courteous thing and offer up 
your seat. No questions asked. We, too, may 
one day need that seat.

A judge ordered a psychological 
evaluation Monday for an 
Oklahoma woman accused of 
driving her car into Oklahoma 
State’s homecoming parade, 
killing three adults and a 2-year- 
old boy and injuring dozens.

If anyone has a right 
to be jaded, it’s Drew 
Barrymore.

Determined optimism 

Barrymore’s determined optimism 
shines through this collection of 
stories. Just look at the cover. If 
anything, she could be accused of 
glossing over the troubled times, 
not willing to tap into the dark cor- 
ners of her past. (For example, her 
stint in rehab when she was barely 
a teenager is only addressed briefly 
and not even directly) 

And yet, “Wildflower” is not 
annoyingly sunny either. Or annoy- 
ingly goofy Or full of patronizing “if I can do 
it, anyone can” platitudes. The average person 
probably can’t relate to any of the wacky 
things that happened in Barrymore’s life, 
but she describes things in such a matter-of- 
fact, down-to-earth way that it’s easy to draw 
parallels between her life and our less dramatic 
ones. Not many of us know what it’s like to be 
14 years old and living in your own apartment, 
but most of us remember that feeling of being 


completely at a loss the first time we had to do 
laundry or buy groceries when we went away 
to college. 


Scattered plot 

Barrymore resists the term “memoir,” and 
rightfully so. Each of the 28 chapters of 
“Wildflower” is a self-contained vignette with 
no overarching narrative linking them all 
together. The chapters are not in chronologi- 
cal order or organized by theme, which fits 
her all-over-the-place, free-spirit storytelling. 
Some read like stories you tell at a party; oth- 
ers are more eloquent and structured. 

As a reader, it takes a few 
chapters to get used to her style: an 
overuse of exclamation points and 
paragraphs that never go where 
you think they’re headed, which 
isn’t always a bad thing. This is no 
over-edited, ghost-written piece— 
which is a good thing.
